REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


At the close of the municipal fiscal year it is 
customary to explain both verbally and factually the ac- 


complishments and expenditures of preceding year and* 


to explore those problems which will be encountered dur- 
ing the next twelve months. A resume of all activities for 
1955 will be found within the body of the annual report 
and therefore will not be treated in this message unless 
they shed light on problems to be encountered during 
1956. 


During the coming year many increases either for 
extended service or increased costs of present services 
can be expected. 


The Maine Public Utility Commission has allowed 
a substantial increase in water rates for fire purposes to 
the Northeast Harbor Water Co. Prior to this year taxes 
paid by the water company balanced this expenditure 
and no appropriation was made for it. The increase allow- 
ed will amount to slightly more than one mil. 


The new dial telephone system which will be in- 
augurated some time in May will bring many advantages 
to the inhabitants of Mt. Desert. Still, as most improve- 
ments, it will develop complications in other areas. For 
the citizens of Mt. Desert the most,.serious problem wiil 
be the manner of fire reporting. The present system 
provides a free line to the operator, who when contacted 
assumes the responsibility of contacting the necessary 
persons. The dial system eliminates the operator and 
places all responsibility on the person reporting the fire, 
usually the owner or occupant of the endangered pro- 
perty. We must plan to provide the operator or human 
factor for the system. This can best be done by central- 
izing all calls at the Northeast fire station where someone 
will be on duty at all times. The relay of the call from the 
fire house can be accomplished in a number of ways. The 
most promising method involves a radio system to activ- 
ate each alarm individually. This would also tie in with 
the radio system which will have its base station at the 
same fire house. Any system that is chosen will necessi- 
tate the expenditure of additional money. 
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The police department last summer was composed 
of three officers during the days and one officer in a 
patrol car evenings. To meet the demands for service of 
the many villages it was necessary to stagger the hours of 
each man. This proved a great hardship on the officer's 
and failed to cover the various situations adequately. Our 
officers are not only expected to enforce the local and 
state laws, but to direct traffic, to give directions, to give 
a good first impression of the town, and in general be 
available for any task that may arise. For these reasons 
I feel that two additional men should be hired for the 
summer months. Three officers days, two evenings, and 
one officer nights in a radio equipped patrol car. 


In Northeast parking and traffic are closely related 
problems that must be solved. Of primary importance in 
this respect is the acquisition of suitable parking area 
sites. To be considered adequate the location must be 
centrally located, have more than one exit and entrance 
when possible, and possess topographic characteristics 
that make it economically feasible to construct a parking 
lot on the site. 


At the last town meeting it was voted to lease and 
improve the area at the rear of Ronnie’s Lunch for park- 
ing purposes. One of the heirs did not wish to lease the 
area and all plans had to be abandoned. At the present 
time attempts are being made to acquire another area 
which meets the requirements mentioned above. 


As critical as the parking situation is it could be 
‘greatly improved if all the merchants on Main Street 
would either walk to their place of business or if that is 
‘ impossible, park their cars in the area overlooking the 
crusher pit just off Sea Street. I would like to solicit the 
merchants cooperation in this respect. 


In closing this short message I would like to thank 
all for their cooperation and understanding during the 
last few months and ask their continued cooperation in 
the future.

In this section the tax rolls and assessments aré 
kept up-to-date through contacts with an annual house 
to house canvass, the Registry of Deeds, the Town Re- 
cords, and the annual declaration of personal] lists. 


The annual house to house canvass started on April 
2nd and was completed on April 18th. 


~ Some one hundred forty-four transfers were receiv- 
ed from the Registrar of Deeds and incorporated into the 
Town Records. 


During the year fifteen new buildings were con- 
structed and extensive repairs were made on others. 


The records in our office are open at all times and 
citizens are invited to come in and study our assessing 
methods. 


Attention is called to R. 8S. Chapter 19, Section 55 
of the Laws of the State of Maine which relates in sub- 
stance that a motor vehicle left in Maine all year round 
owned by a non-resident is subject to Maine registration. 
Registration in Maine requires payment of excise tax paid 
to Town where car is used and stored. If such excise tax 
is not paid by April 1st, the vehicle is taxable as personal 
property.

At the close of business on December 31, 1955 the financial 
statement showed a cash balance of $64,045.68. 


The year 1955 saw the sale of the only large property deeded 
to the Town in lieu of taxes, namely the Roscoe C. E. Brown Estate. 
All taxes, interest and costs were recovered and the property is again 
a source of revenue. 

The Town as a whole saw the largest transfer of properties in 
the last two decades. This has resulted in one of our biggest sum- 
mers, and with new owners making changes and improvements along 
with proposed new construction we should have prosperous financial 
years ahead. 

The tax commitment in the amount of $299,250.31 was com- 
mitted on May 10th, 1955. This was an increase of $19,459.10 over 


the 1954 commitment, causing a jump of three mils in the tax rate. 

The close of the municipal year showed an uncollected tax 
balance of $2,977.00 which means 99% of the tax commitment was 
collected. 

Total Excise Taxes collected amounted to $12,192.09 from 
1185 receipts issued which is the largest amount collected in the his- 
tory of the Town. 

Two notes totalling $10,000 were paid on the Harbor Project 
Notes, leaving a balance of $40,000.00 

$4,000.00 was paid on the bonded, debt from the Bond Sink- 
ing Fund which is invested in Certificates of Deposit. The year 1957 
will see the bonded debt liquidated. :

The Mount Desert Police Department furnishes pro- 
tection to the four villages for the summer season on a 
nine hour, seven day week basis. This year there were 
three officers on duty during the day and one officer eve- 
ning’s in a vehicle. While this coverage is adequate for any 
criminal activity that might be encountered, it was found 
lacking in respect to the service expected and desired by 
our inhabitants. 


Therefore, this coming year I would suggest that 
six officers be employed: Three days, two evenings and 
one nights. The two evening officers, with the permission 
-of the respective Fire Chiefs would be allowed the use of 
the fire patrol jeeps and the portable radio sets, This 
naturally would allow wider coverage during the eve- 
ning. The night man would patrol all villages in the radio- 
equipped town car doubling as a peace officer and fire 
patrol. This plan would provide twenty-four hour cover- 
age to all villages and a much desired fire patrol.

The fire damage in the village of Northeast Harbor 
this year amounts to an estimate of $300.00. We had a 
slight decrease in chimney fires this year perhaps due 
to a little more preparation for winter wood burning by 
cleaning the flues early in the Fall before the fires are 
driven hard for cold weather. 
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One type of fire that we have had very few of but 
should not be overlooked is the oil heaters that are added 
for Winter heat. A careful check of the newspapers and 
fire records will show that more than half of the Winter 
fires are caused by oil heaters that are not operating 
properly. Human life is involved in a great many fires of 
this type. 

At the writing of this Report the two-way radios 
are being installed and are working satisfactorily. The 
master station antenna has not yet been installed. After 
its installation, it is expected to increase the range by 
50%. 

The four village Chiefs and Selectmen have held 
several meetings to find a workable arrangement for 
blowing all four alarms from this station after the install- 
ation of the dial phones. Three or four different systems 
have been considered and the most economical one seems 
to be the one that can be controlled by radio, the cost of 
the complete installation being equal to a telephone wire 
rental for one year. 

I would like to ask in this report, that all merchants, 
hotel operators, mills, public building operators and gar- 
ages please cooperate with our State Fire Inspector Wil- 
liam Ricker on the recommendations he makes concerning 
fuse sizes, fire escapes, fire extinguishers and trash stor- 
age. The citizen is paying for this service and should use 
the suggestions made in his report. 

The Ambulance has made 62 trips in the year 1955 
for a total of 7,664 miles. On June 3rd, £955 the old ambu- 
lance was replaced with a new 1955 Cadillac. The new 
ambulance finished out the year with 5,121 miles. There 
were five Boston trips, all others were within the State. 

The Ambulance Committee is buying a two-way 
radio for the new ambulance to work in conjunction with 
the fire radio setup.

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REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 
Appropriation: $13,767.00 _ Employees: 2 full time 


Our refuse collection program, unique for towns of 
our size and larger, functioned well during the past years. 
We operate on two schedules: A winter schedule when 
one truck and two men are employed, and a summer 
schedule which requires two trucks and six men. The pro- 
gram affords a rear pick-up and return which is more 
costly and unthought of in most localities offering such 
a service. 


The only condition placed upon the service is that 

citizens separate the garbage, combustibles, and non- 
combustibles in order to facilitate disposal at the dump. 
If these conditions are not met the employees have been 
instructed not to remove the refuse until it is separated. 
This often causes much confusion with summer residents 
not familiar with the requirements. To alleviate this con- 
fusion it is now planned to have printed small cards which 
would explain the reason the refuse was not removed and 
the manner of rectifying the condition. 


The dumping area poses a difficult problem because 
of a few inconsiderate individuals who dump their refuse 
in the most convenient location, often the center of the 
roadway. Unless more care is taken in dumping, it may be 
necessary to extend the length of time, we employ a man 
at the dump. May I have your cooperation in eliminating 
this condition which I am sure is nothing more than 
thoughtlessness ?

All sewers received at least two cleanings during 
the year to insure their proper and continued operation. 
The cleaning program is a must; many of our Sewers are, 
smaller than is consistant with good design. The cleaning 
clears all obstructions and allows the sewers to operate 
at their maximum efficiency. 


Although smaller than would be desirable our 
sewers appear to be in relatively good shape with the 
exception of one section of the Harborside line. The re- 
placement of this section will prove costly and plans are 
now being made to determine the least costly means of 
rectifying the condition. 


A pipe locator was purchased during the year and 
has made possible the rediscovery of many manholes 
which have become covered during the many years that 
the system has been serving the inhabitants of Mt. Desert. 


The sewer cleaning equipment has been removed 
from the model “‘A”’ truck and placed upon an obsolete re- 
fuse truck. The truck though obsolete for refuse collec- 
tion should give years of service to the sewer division.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE REPORT 


Lucy A. Barker, R.N. 
Public Health Nurse 


The program of work for the past yo has followed 
closely that of other years. 


Bedside nursing and school nursing have been our 
principle activities. Of the total number of visits made, 
1155; 657 were to give nursing care, and 588 were for 
health supervision. 


Weekly visits to schools have been made, and 
teachers assisted with hearing and vision tests, and height 
and weight of pupils. 


Physical examinations were given to forty-six 
pupils of the 4th, 8th and 12th grades, this included 
urinalysis. Chest X-Rays were offered to the pupils of 
the Junior High and High School at $2.00 each. Forty 
pupils were given X-Rays at the office of the Eastern 
Maine and Hancock County Tuberculosis Association. 


Last spring Sodium fluoride treatments were offer- 
ed to children of the 2nd, 5th and 8th grades. This pro- 
gram is sponsored by the Nursing Association, and the 
Dental Hygienist was secured for three weeks from the 
State Department of Health and Welfare, Division of 
Dental Hygiene. Sixty-seven school children and fourteen 
three year olds had this treatment. : 


Two Immunization Clinics for Diphtheria, Whoop- 
ing Cough and Tetanus were held each month during 
March, April and May, and small pox vaccinations were 
also given. The following were done: 


43 Vaccinations 

17 Children had the complete series of three 
injections 

40 Booster doses, and 3 partially immunized 
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The Salk Vaccine was not available to us until after 
the close of school in June, so our first Polio Clinic was 
held then with thirty-five of the First and Second Grades 
having the Vaccine. In October, these children were given 
the second treatment. 


Other work in this department has been the con- 
stant use of articles from our loan closet, as crutches, 
hospital beds, wheelchairs and sick room supplies. 


Patients have attended clinics in Ellsworth and 
Bangor, and have been assisted in many ways.

“PROVIDING SAFE WINTER ROADS 


Building Repairs: 


The funds allocated to this function were employed - 
for the most part in repairing existing facilities. A section 
of the salt shed was reshingled; the roof of the municipal 
garage was repaired and adequate piping for the water 
supply in the garage was installed. Previous to this 
installation water facilities at the garage could not be 
used after the onset of cold weather. 


4i 
Capital Improvements: 


Oak Hill - The entrance to Oak Hill Road in Somes- 
ville was completed this year and a surface applied 
with excellent results. 


Bartlett’s Island - Twelve hundred feet of Bartlett’s 
Island Road was constructed. Both State and local 
funds were employed to finance the work. Grades 
were increased to eliminate extensive ledge excava- 
tion which would have proved to be far more costly 
than the fill method. The twenty seven hundred feet 
thus far constructed is in good shape and another 
nine hundred feet of construction is planned for 
1956. This latter section should complete the recon- 
struction of the road for the present time. 


Walls Street - Thirteen hundred feet of Wallis Street 
was reconstructed and underdrained and five catch 
basins installed. The total cost of construction ran 
higher than anticipated because it was found necess- 
ary to replace 350’ of tile drain which had deter- 
iorated to such an extent it was no longer service- 
able. In addition the entire length of the street was 
reconstructed where as 800’ was budgeted for. It is 
anticipated that state funds will be forth coming to 
defray the overdraft on the work. 


Manchester Road - The wooden sidewalk on Man- 
chester Road was removed and a retaining wall 
~which was in danger of collapsing rebuilt. The wood- 
en sidewalk which had given much trouble in the 
past was replaced by widening the roadway in the 
area and placing the walk on the retaining wall. 
There still remains some work to be done on this 
piece of sidewalk. 


State Aid: 


State aid funds were expended on approximately 
one half mile of road in the Pretty Marsh section. Due to 
the weather and press of work, this piece of construction 
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was not finished. It is planned to finish the remainder in 
early spring. With the completion of this section all the 
Pretty Marsh road beginning at Somes Pond to the Tre- 
mont line and north to the Bar Harbor line will be the re- 
sponsibility of the State to maintain. The section from 
Somesville to Somes Pond will be the next section to be 
constructed. 


New Equipment: 


A new highway truck was purchased to replace our 
"49 International which was costing more to maintain 
under our long haul conditions than was being realized 
from its service. 


The new truck meets specifications geared to the 
needs of our Highway Department. One new feature was 
the inclusion of an auxiliary gas tank which will allow 
plowing and hauling for extended periods without the 
necessity of refueling. 


In the current budget a request is being made for a 
front end loader with a sweeping attachment. It is felt 
that this piece of equipment will prove of service 
through-out the twelve months of the year. The loader 
would be on rubber and therefore mobile. 


The sweeping attachment will be designed in such 
a manner that all sweeping and even loading of the 
sweepings will be mechanically accomplished reducing 
the number of hours necessary for the sweeping 
program to a minimum. In 1955 some 2,089 man hours 
were required for sweeping streets from January 1st thru 
June lst. This figure does not include truck hours which 
would increase the cost considerably. In addition to cut- 
ting down the hours required to sweep streets, this equip- 
ment would allow better and faster utilization of good 
tarring weather and provide a means of sweeping streets 
which now do not receive such service.

A total of 32,000 gallons of Asphalt was employed 
to resurface these roads and an additional 2,500 gallons 
was used to mix cold patch material. 


Sidewalks: 


The Summit Hill sidewalk from the intersection of 
Millbrook Road to Main Street was surfaced and sections 
of South Shore Road and Gilpatric Cove sidewalks were 
resurfaced. In addition 550 feet of sidewalk was con- 
structed and surfaced in Otter Creek. 


Winter Care: 


During the year approximately 1500 c.y. of sand 
was applied to our roads to insure safe vehicular move- 
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ment. This activity required more than 1,000 man hours 
through the winter months. Plowing was performed as 
necessary; fence and sand barrels were placed at hazard- 
ous locations. 


Our highway crew should be commended for keep- 
ing the Mt. Desert roads in such excellent shape duriny 
the winter months. Our roads are regarded as the safest 
on the Island, due only to their excellent work and 
cooperation.

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NORTHEAST HARBOR LIBRARY 
Lillis P. Joy, Librarian 


The Northeast Harbor Library has passed another 
record breaking year. Each year it has seemed as though 
the peak must be reached and a leveling off or a settling 
period arrive. As yet, however, each year has seen an in- 
crease. 


Our circulation this year has been 31,398, of which 
2382 have been magazines and 451, records. We have 
had 13,586 library visits, 9898 of which have been stu- 
dents. 


906 books have been received by gift or by pur- 
chase. 352 of these were for the Milliken Room collection. 
This collection is either books on Maine or by Maine 
authors. A beautiful eagle carved from solid ebony, a 
carving of the authentic Maine Seal, an old figurehead, 
and a collection of Maine stones have also been added to 
this room. 


Mr. John Jeffries presented the library with many 
fine art books from his late mother’s library. 


There were three exhibitions at the library during 
the summer: one of carved birds; one of the Maine 
books; and an art exhibit. 


Two $300 scholarships were again awarded and 
again both recipients were storytellers. The story telling 
remains a strong feature on our library program. 


Brickwalks have been laid at both entrances, add- 
ing much to the looks of the exterior and to the clean- 
liness of the interior of the library.

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REPORT OF THE 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
FOR 1955 


Robert E. Garrity, President 


The year 1955 was indeed a banner one and the 
only complaint heard at the end of the Season was how 
tired everyone was from the active and prosperous Sum- 
mer. Even the weatherman was very cooperative and the 
good sunny days were welcomed by all. Just about every 
cottage rentable was occupied and the greatest activity in 
years in the real estate market was the talk of the Town. 
The result of the sale of about 20 cottages is the activity 
in the building trades now and these payrolls have helped 
during these off-season months. We have lost many well- 
known and highly respected citizens during the past year 
but there is a new generation taking their places and the 
future of the Town seems bright and the feeling of 
optimism is infusing itself into our citizenry. 


The monthly meetings of the Chamber were better 
attended and more of our Summer residents used this 
forum to express their opinions on local affairs. They are 
most welcome at the meetings where they are free to set 
forth their ideas on what should or should not be done in 
Their town. They pay about seventy-five (75) percent 
‘of the taxes but have no vote at Town Meetings and thus 
the Chamber of Commerce meetings afford them the best 
means for getting their suggestions before those of us who 
have the vote (and really govern the Town.) 


Among the important activities of the Chamber 
were the following: 


1. Sea Street Yachtsman’s Building and Harbor 
Development. The facilities supplied by the Chamber at 
the Yachtsman’s building are the talk of the yachting 
fraternity. The showers and laundry units were in con- 
stant use and a third dryer was added in the middle of 
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the season to help relieve this bottleneck. More boats 
visited the Harbor in Northeast than ever before and the 
good reports of the facilities passed along by previous 
visitors, was in large part responsible for the increase and 
an even bigger fleet is expected during 1956. The new 
pier will be completed by late Spring and we will have 
one of the best salt water spots in the East. Additional 
moorings were installed in our harbors and the old ones 
serviced so that they were in proper shape for our visitors. 


2. Joint Island Chambers’ Activities. With the 
Towns of Bar Harbor, Southwest Harbor and Tremont 
the Joint Island Information Bureau at Thompson’s Is- 
land was operated for thirteen weeks. For the first time 
in years a resident of our Town was on the staff there to 
handle the inquiries at this focal spot. The Island maps, 
purchased on a cooperative basis by all the towns were 
again supplied to all business establishments in the Town 
and were also available from our police and at our Infor- 
mation Center in Northeast. 


38. Special Improvements Committee. The activit- 
ies of this committee, financed chiefly by the gifts of our 
Summer residents can be seen and appreciated by all of 
us. This money is spent in maintaining trails, vista cut- 
ting and other improvements which enhance the beauty 
of our Town. The Committee cannot operate from a 
swivel chair because of the nature of the work it per- 
forms and their tireless efforts in getting around the 
Town to plan these improvements merit the thanks and 
support of all of us. 


4. Promotion Committee. A large and active Pro- 
motion Committee really put their shoulders to the wheel 
this past year and can certainly take credit for some of 
the increased business that was noticed by our merchants. 
They successfully petitioned the State Liquor Commission 
to establish a seasonal store in the village of Northeast. 
This store was a great convenience not only to our resi- 
dents but also to our visiting yachtsmen and there is 
every indication that it will be a permanent attraction in 
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the village. The village maps of Northeast and Seal Har- 
bors issued by the Committee were well received and 
served to acquaint our new visitors and residents with 
many facilities that are available in these villages. The 
Committee sponsored the plebiscite on the traffic pro- 
blem in Northeast among the summer residents and the 
merchants in the village. The results will be reported at 
Town Meeting and for the first time this long-standing 
problem will have tangible rather than hear-say evidence 
of the wishes of the large group polled. The Information 
Bureau in the Holmes Block was again subsidized by the 
Committee and dispensed intelligent answers and service 
to residents and casual visitors alike. 


The Annual Meeting of the Chamber was held in 
October and Howard Wood of Seal Harbor and Jerome 
Knowles were elected President and Vice-President res- 
pectively for the coming year. I wish to take this opport- 
unity to thank the members and citizens of the Town for 
their cooperation during my tenure of office and to ex- 
tend to the new officers best wishes for the coming year.

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REPORT OF HARBOR COMMITTEE 


NORTHEAST HARBOR LANDING 


- The major project which the Committee undertooh 
during 1955 was the study of plans for the Northeast Har- 
bor Dock. Several designs were submitted as follows: A 
granite structure at the east end of the dike extending out 
from the bare ledge area, a combined steel pile and con 
crete structure on the same area. Preliminary estimates 
for the above indicated that the steel pile and concrete 
construction would be cheaper than the granite. The Se- 
lectmen authorized that borings be taken in order to de- 
termine the depth of mud to ledge for more accurate esti- 
mates and also to find out how much water would be 
available at low tide. 


These borings were taken during the last of April. 
The results showed that the dock would have to be ex- 
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tended one hundred-eighty feet from the dike and that 
then there would be only about twenty feet available for 
use at low tide due to the high elevation of the ledge. 
For the same reason the depth of mud was not sufficient 
to support steel piles. Therefore a dock at this location 
would have to be a granite structure and its entire use 
would be limited due to lack of water especially at low 
tide. Borings were then made in an area about two hun- 
dred feet westerly from the east end of the dike to de- 
termine if an economic location for a steel pile and con- 
crete dock could be found. These borings showed a depth 
of mud from ten to forty feet to ledge. A location was 
selected which had depth enough to support the piles and 
at the same time reduce the length of piles needed to a 
minimum. 


Preliminary estimates showed that a steel pile and 
concrete dock one hundred and forty feet long at this lo- 
cation, with ten feet of water at low tide beyond a point 
sixty feet from the center of the dike, could be built for 
about the same price as the granite dock on the ledge lo- 
cation. In view of these findings the Selectmen authorized 
the preparation of final plans and specifications for both 
types of dock at the respective locations. 


Both types were advertised for bids on July 10, 

1955 and the bids were opened on August 1, 1955. Prices 
ranged from a low of $50,625.00 for the granite dock to a 
high of $91,350.00 for the steel and concrete dock. These 
prices being above available funds and considered too 
high were all rejected. 


Due to the shortage of steel and other materials at 
the time it was felt that the extention of the completion 
date to June 15, 1956 would be an advantage to both the 
contractors and the Town; so the job was readvertised 
on August 8, 1955 and bids were opened August 22, 1955. 
The prices ranged from a low of $45,722.10 to a high of 
$77,210.00 for the steel pile and concrete dock and a low 
of $44,440.00 to a high of $70,705.00 for the granite dock.

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As the steel pile and concrete dock would accommo- 
date more boats for servicing the low bid of $45,722.10 
for that type 30x120 feet was awarded to Norman E. 
Jackson, Inc., Pittsfield, Maine, under a contract dated 
August 29, 1955, and work was commenced on November

The new drainage pipe and fill to replace the old 
spillway has been installed, and the first two bents and 
twenty feet of the deck completed. The Selectmen also 
authorized the dredging of the twenty-foot-wide strip of 
mud left to support the dike during the Army dredging 
job. Part of this has been completed and deposited in the 
fill back of the dike. The job was suspended on December 
3, 1955 and will resume about April 1, 1956. 


' The fill area over the dredged material was extended 
and graded during the spring and afforded parking space 
for about sixty to seventy cars during the summer season. 
Continued dumping of surplus material by the Town, 
State and local Contractors has extended the area during 
the summer and fall and it is hoped that the available 
area will be about double what it was the first of last sea- 
son. 


The Committee wishes to acknowledge with appreci- 
ation the cooperation of the Selectmen, the Town Crews, 
the Fishermen and all persons who have helped to con- 
tinue this project.

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HARBORMASTER’S REPORT FOR SEASON ENDING 
1955 


The 1955 season closed showing increased activitv 
over 1954. The total number of yachts using our services 
was 1,952, while 3,345 power boats and small craft uti- 
lized our facilities. 

Harbormaster service, descriptive literature, infor- 
mation and free daily papers were available to the 
yachtsmen. The total of daily and Sunday papers was 
1 6)1.0. 

Our collection service was continued to keep our 
harbor free of pollution. Much favorable comment was 
voiced relative to the facilities made available by the 
Chamber of Commerce, Harbor Committee, Yachtmen’s 
Building and the Harbor Master. 

Several Yacht Clubs visited our harbors, (New York, 
Boston, Marblehead, Portland, Camden), also several 
small -yacht clubs: The Cruising Club of America 
anchored at the head of Somes Sound. Sixty-five boats in 
the fleet were serviced by the Harbormaster on arrival. 

Excursion boats, locally owned, made their regular 
daily runs. Other boats were available for charter and 
fishing parties. 

The summer cruise vessels from Camden, Castine 
and other ports were continual guests and were always 
welcome. The Seacoast Mission boat “Sunbeam” and the 
U.S.A. Air Force boats are frequent visitors and have per- 
manent moorings. 

The Harbormaster has been in contact with several 
yacht owners who have requested permanent moorings. 
The outlook is for continued increase in activity in our 
harbors; all are welcome. 

I wish to thank Town Officials, Local Fishermen and 
all others concerned, for their cooperation.

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, an audit has been conducted of 
the financial records of the Town of Mount Desert for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1955. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit as recommended by the National Committee on 
Governmental Accounting and was conducted by Auditor 
R. G. Redman of the State Department of Audit. Audit 
analysis was on a basis consistent with that of the preced- 
ing year, and included all procedures which were con- 
sidered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the Town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
-exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying com- 
ments. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated 
in this report, present the result of the Town’s financial 
operations for the period designated. Recommendations 
are also offered which are believed worthy of consider- 
ation.

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COMMENTS 


Town of Mount Desert 
January 1, 1955 to December 31, 1955 


An audit of the financial records maintained by 
various officers of the Town of Mount Desert has been 
completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1955. The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and ex- 
penditures and the results are incorporated in the follow- 
ing text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to the fiscal 
affairs of the town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures to the extent of $554.33, per 
the following summary: 


Departmental Operations:

Net Unexpended Balances $ 5o4: 80 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities 
and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appro- 
priation. : 

It is suggested that a system of accounting for town 
owned property and equipment is advisable so that a 


record will be available to show values and other data 
pertinent to municipal capital investments. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $64,095.68 was reconciled with 
bank statements furnished by the First National Bank and 
the Bar Harbor Banking and Trust Company, Bar Har- 
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bor, Maine and petty cash on hand. A count of cash was 
made and reconciled with the closing balances. 


Other assets including accounts receivable, taxes and 
tax acquired property were reviewed and verification 
undertaken to determine their validity at the year end. 
Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the selectmen. 


Deferred Revenue 


The deferred revenue of $8,633.41 represents 1956 
excise taxes. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The appropriations accounts reflect a net unexpend- 
ed balance of $59,063.05 (Exhibit D) at the year end, 
representing various operating account balances and 
overdrafts that are carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements or customary prac- 
tice. 


The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted 
to $8,769.38, an increase of $554.38 for the year. This 
change was occasioned by the excess of available funds 
aver expenditures. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding refund bond issue 
of $8,000.00 and the harbor project notes of $40,000.00. 
The bonds are to be retired from a sinking fund at the 
rate of $4,000.00 annually, while the notes are to be re- 
tired $10,000.00 annually from revenue of future years. 


Trust Funds 


The total amount of trust fund principals at the year 
end was $3,100.00, which was represented by U. S. Sav- 
ings Bonds of $2,000.00 and time deposits of $1,100.00. 
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Available Funds and Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed a decrease of $32,178.16, as com- 
pared with the previous year. This reduction was attrib- 
uted principally to notes issued in 1954 and a decrease in 
revenue from property sales. A higher tax levy, increased 
excise tax revenue and a change in the departmental car- 
rying balance were also factors. 


Expenditures for the same period decreased by 
$30,155.04, which for the most part was reflected in the 
general government, protection, highways and bridges 
and harbor project accounts. An increase in the educa- 
tional account, due principally to salary increases, was al- 
so a factor. 


As suggested in the prior year’s audit report, the ad- 
option of a method of effectively canceling paid invoices 
either by perforation or a rubber stamp device, is believed 
worthy of further consideration : 


General 


The examination of the town clerk’s records re- 
vealed that the townspeople reappropriated various un- 
expended 1954 departmental account balances and also 
authorized the use of 1955 excise tax monies for highway 
purposes. 


Scope of Audit, 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Receipts, vouchers and canceled checks were ex- 
amined for a selected period and major increases or de- 
creases noted in revenue or expenditures over previous 
years were explored. External verifications were utilized, 
on a test basis, to determine the correctness of tax and 
accounts receivable accounts. Insurance and bond cover- 
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ages were listed. Excise tax collections were verified bv 
examination of the copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. Trust fund investments were verified by physi- 
cal count and bank confirmation. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of 
the municipality were reviewed to determine that re- 
lated financial transactions had been properly adminis- 
tered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary to 
develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at December 31, 1955 and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

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TOWN OF MOUNT DESERT SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the Superintending School Committee of the 


Town of Mount Desert: * 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1955. 


The Mount Desert School Department closed its fis- 
cal year with a General School Fund balance of $5,436.89. 
Of this amount, $3,175.60 is owed to teachers who receive 
their salaries on the 52-week basis. This balance will be 
carried over to the next fiscal year. 


The school appropriation for 1956 will exceed that 
of 1955 by $7,290.08. This is due to increases in the bud- 


eet for teachers’ salaries and a drop in the state subsidy. 


of approximately $1,500.00. Total expenditures for all 
school purposes in 1956 are estimated at $129,796.97. 


The cost of maintaining our schools is out of propor- 
tion to the number of pupils enrolled. Our per capita cost 
is one of the highest in the State. No alleviation of this 
expenditure can be expected as long as we continue to 
maintain the present number of school plants with their 
small enrollments. 


The increased cost of maintaining four elementary 
schools in addition to the high school is sharply reflected 
in our 1956 school budget. Much of this increased cost 
could be eliminated by consolidation of our elementary 
schools. The actual enrollment at the present time is 340, 
with 205 in the first six grades and 135 in the high school 
—a drop of 16 pupils over the previous year. There is no 
indication that this trend in school population will not 
continue. 


A new 66-passenger Ford bus has recently been pur- 
chased to replace the old International for the Seal Har- 
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bor-Otter Creek route. This has enabled us to eliminate 
one round trip each day. Not only has the mileage been 
reduced, but it has made it possible for the bus to leave 
a half hour later each morning. 


The purchase of this bus, which is four feet longer 
than the International, made it necessary to enlarge the 
bus garage at Otter Creek at a cost of several hundred 
dollars. 


There has been no appreciable increase in convey- 
ance costs during the last two years—even though the 
cost of gas has increased. This has been made possible by 
a drop in school enrollments, eliminating extra trips on 
both routes into Northeast Harbor. 


We are continuing the policy of raising $1,000.00 
each year to be kept in a school bus fund for the future 
replacement of our old buses. This enables us to purchase 
a new bus when needed without having to ask the town 
for additional funds. 


For the first time in several years it was necessary to 
carry an overdraft in the repair account. The addition to 
the bus garage at Otter Creek, as well as several other 
unforeseen repairs, caused our expenditures to exceed the 
amount budgeted for this purpose. 


No major repairs are planned for the coming year, 
as most of our buildings are in a good state of repair. 
.Though it is impossible to budget repair expenditures ac- 
curately, we have endeavored to include enough in the 
budget to take care of the possible eventualities that may 
arise. 


Again, we want to thank the Northeast Harbor Li- 
brary for making its facilities available to the school chil- 
dren. Not only is our Story Telling Program conducted in 
the library building, but every effort has been made to 
keep the library open during most of the school days sw 
that the children may have the opportunity to use its ref- 
erence books and research materials. Facilities such as 
these enhance the value of our educational program. 
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The past year saw only one change in our elementary 
faculty, and two in our high school staff. Mrs. Willette 
Mitchell resigned as subprimary teacher for the Stetson 
School, and was replaced by Mrs. Beatrice Horner of Bar 
Harbor. In the high school, Miss Janice Berry, our Home 
Economics teacher, resigned to be married, and her po- 
sition was filled by Miss Margaret Brown, a graduate of 
Farmington State Teachers’ College. Our Junior High 
teacher, Mr. John Pomroy, resigned last spring to enter 
the service, his position having been filled by Mrs. Lee 
Black, a graduate of Gorham State Teachers’ College. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the citiz- 
ens of the town for the unqualified support you have al- 
ways given me. It has been a pleasure to work with you, 
and it is my sincere hope that your confidence in me has 
been rewarded by an improved educational program for 
the boys and girls of Mount Desert. 


To the Superintending School Committee, principals, 


teachers and all school personnel, many with whom I 


have worked for the last nine years, I can only express 
my thanks for your efforts on behalf of the schools and 
the cooperation and support you have given me.
